EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art fails to disclose or suggest in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitation: 

(a) a lighting control circuit formed in the socket body, and controlling the lamps to be 
turned on/off according to output signals of the ill~nination sensor, the timer and the infrared 
sensor; a base having the plurality of lamps fixed to one side of the base and having a 
combination unit formed on the other side of the base; and a combination groove formed in the 
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Art Unit: 2821 

socket body to detachably combine with the combination unit in claim 3, claims 5-13 are allowed 
since they are dependent on claim 3. 

(b) a sensor support with a predetermined length, wherein the sensor support extends in 
the longitudinal direction of the lamp, the infrared sensor being disposed at one end of the sensor 
support in claim 14.
